Sheriff J. D. Hubbs said a big 
crowd of people gathered in front 
of the county jail at mid afternoon, 
smashed the lock on the _ door, 
seized the prisoner, carried him to 
the court house yard and hanged 
him from a tree. 


Sheriff's Wife Outwits Mob, Spirits 
Negro Away.

HUNTINGTON, Tenn., April 138. 
—Mrs. J. C. Butler, wife of the 
Sheriff of Carroll County, outwitted 
a mob early today and prevented 
an attempt to storm the jail here 
and possible lynching of Henry 
Mauford, a Negro, accused of 
shooting an officer at Humboldt, 
Tenn. 

The Negro, brought here short- 
ly before another .mob stormed the 
jail at Trenton, Tenn., last night, 
was hurried from Huntington to 
another jail after Mrs. Butler told 
a crowd of men that “‘you can’t run 
anything like that over me.””

Commission’s Plan Would Cost 
$2,000,000,000, Give Jobs to 
60,000, Yet Save Money.

LONDON, April 18.—The Daily 
Herald, organ of the Labor party, 
says a scheme “unparalleled in the 
industrial history of any country” 
will be outlined in the report of 
the special commission which has 
been considering railway electrifi- 
cation.

tion of the entire 51,@00 miles of

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Woman Lawyer to Direct 
Prison System in Spain 


Victoria Kent, 35, First of 
Sex to Practice in Spanish 
Courts, Hopes to Intro- 
duce Modern Ideas in Al- 
most Medieval Plan.

MADRID, April 18.—A woman 


lawyer, Victoria Kent, first of her 
sex to practice in the Spanish 
courts, prepared today to play an 
important role in the new Govern- 
ment of Spain and to introduce into 
the country’s almost medieval pris- 
on system the most modern ideas 
in jails. 

The 35-year-old attorney, one of 
Spain’s foremost feminists and the 


first women to hold an official po- 
sition under the new republic, has 
been appointed Supervisor of Pris- 
ons. 

Her appointment was received by 
her with nappiness, not unmingled 
with awe at the responsibility. She 
has always had an intense interest 
in prison reforms, espécially in the 
welfare of woman prisoners and 
juvenile delinquents. 

“We have the republic at last,” 
she said today, “and I hope that 
we will be able to make it worth 
while. I know we will.” 

She was born at Malaga. Her 
grandfather was English. She was 
educated at the University of Ma- 
drid and became one of the first 
woman lawyers in Spanish history. 

She is not married and lives in 
® small apartment with a widowed 
friend. She was one of the organ- | 
izers of the Lyceum Club, the first 
and only active feminist group in 
Madrid. At the time the club was 
Organized some of the members 
wished to invite the Queen Mother 
®f King Alfonso, who was then 
then alive, to be a member. But 
Miss Kent turned thumbs down on 
Toyalty. “No Queen Mother,” she 
said, and she had her way. 

She has never compromised with 
her republicanism.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Sec- 

retary of Labor Doak today -an- 

nounced complete reorganization 


of the United States Employment 
Service. 

The Secretary said there would 
be 48 State employment bureaus 
and one for the District of Colum- 
bia, to be operated under seven 
special divisions to cover various 
trades. 

There will be a supervising di- 
rector, to which post Jahn R. Al- 
pine of New York has been ap- 
pointed. 

Director-General Francis I, 
Jones will be retained in that po- 
sition, with A. D. Lewis of Illinois 
as Assistant Director-General. Lew- 
is also will be superintendent of 
the mining division of the service. 


Service Nationwide. 

The veterans’ service will be na- 
tionwide in its scope and the farm 
employment service will be expand- 
ed. There also will be a director 
of information; 

In announcing the reorganiza- 
tion, Secretary Doak said: 

“The United States Employment 
Service has decided to open up at 
least one enployment bureau in 
each of the states and the District 
of Columbia to co-operate with 
state and local authorities. 

“There will be a _ co-ordinated 
service throughout the entire coun- 
try, making available its good of- 
fices to all those seeking employ- 
ment in co-operation with free 
state and local offices. It likewise 
will undertake in the broadest 
sense to take care of interstate la- 
bor placements in co-operation 
with employers and employes. . 

“In addition to these already 
well-organized bureaus, the indus- 
trial activities of the United States 
employment service will be reor- 
ganized on a basis which will af- 
ford every opportunity of placing 
employes in contact with jobs and 
in giving employers a ready field 
from which to draw all needed la- 
bor necessary to carry forward any 
kind of work. 

Seven Special Divisions. 

“There will be seven special di- 

visions of the service, each under 
the direction of a co-ordinating su- 
perintendent, namely, a superin- 
tendent for each of the following: 
Building trades, mining and manu- 
facturing and metal trades, 
transportation service, clothing and 
needle trades, office and mercan- 
tile trades and marine seamen and 
longshoremen. ‘There will likewise 
be a director of the veterans’ serv- 
ice, a director of the farm service, 
a chief clerk, a director of infor- 
mation and a special representa- 
tive. 
‘There will be 49 State directors, 
one for cach of the states and the 
District of Columbia. The duties 
of these officers will be to direct 
the work of their respective states 
and to co-operate with state agen- 
cies and to work in conjunction 
with the United States employment 
service. The number of suboffices 
within any of the states will be de- 
termined from time to time as cir- 
cumstances justify. 

“There will be a director-general 
and an assistant director-general 
working under the supervision of 
the supervising director, who in 
turn will report directly to the Sec- 
retary of Labor.”

ST. LOUIS SALES DROP 
$80,871,000 IN YEAR 


Figures on Merchants and Man- 
ufacturers in Report of 
License Collector. 


St. Louis merchants and manu- 


facturers suffered a loss 
during the last 12 months amount- 
ing to $80,871,000, according to 
the annual report of License Col- 
lector Chapman, presented to May- 
or Miller today. 

During the fiscal period ending 
April 10 merchants reported total 
sales of $546,371,000, against $601,- 
283,000 during the previous fiscal 
period. Stocks of goods carried 
were reported at $54,702,300, com- 
pared with $57,112,800 in the pre- 
vious report. 

Manufacturers’ reported 
amounting to $593,263,000, 
pared with $619,222,000 previous- 
ly. The comparison of stocks car- 
ried by manufacturers was: $62,- 
108,800 in the last 12 
against $65,290,800. 
Merchants and manufacturers 
are taxed for license purposes at 
the rate of $1 a thousand on sales 
and $12.70 on stock carried. The 
current report shows 1866 licensed 
manufacturers, who paid a total 
tax of $1,382,199.77. In the pre- 
vious fiscal year 1937 licenses were 
issued to manufacturers and a to- 
tal of $1,454,238.38 collected. The 
decrease was $72,128.41.

This 
alternative was placed before them 
by Secretary of State Stimson in 
uw statement that “this Government 
cannot undertake ~general protec- 
tion of Americans throughout that 
country with American forces.” 

The text of the warning, dis- 
patched through Minister -Hanna 
at Managua and Consul Rowe at 
sluefields, follows: 

“Jn view of the outbreak of 
banditry tn portions of Nicaragua 
hitherto free from such violence 
you will advise American citizens 
that this Government cannot un- 
dertake general protection of 
Americans throughout that coun- 
try with American forces. 

“To do so would lead to diffi- 
culties and commitments which 
this Government does not propose 
to undertake. Therefore the do- 
partment recommends to all Amer- 
icans who do not feel secure un- 
der the protection afforded them 
by the Nicaraguan Government 
through the Nicaraguan National 
Guard to withdraw from the coun- 
try, Or at least to the coast towns 
whence they can be protected or 
evacuated in case of necessity.

cheap, charging a 10-cent commis- 
sion. ‘Lots of people who couldn't 
afford $3 seats were satisfied to 
see a less popular show ata 50 
per cent saving. 2 

Gray's Basement—taking its 
name from the drug store over- 
head at Forty-third and Broad- 
way—has become one ofthe sights 
of the town. Just before theater 
time nightly itis a swarming mass 
of shoppers for theater tickets, 
with a dozen ticket salesmen hawk- 
ing their wares. 

On any night the ticket shopper 
has his choice of 20 to 40 shows at 
half price—plus that 10 cents a 
ticket which earned Leblang his 
fortune. 

Entrenched in the eut-rate busi- 
ness, Joe opened another broker- 
age office upstairs, where he 
charged larger premiums for more 
popular shows, and where he 
charged fancy premiums for seats 
to the show. But the cut-rate 
ticket business made  Leblang’s 
reputation and most of his fortune.

NEW GOLF BALL 
CAUSES BRITISH

NEW YORK, April 18.—What- 
ever the reactions of America’s 
golfing multitudes may be to the 
larger and lighter ball, its a dud 
as far as the British professionals 
are concerned. 

So says George M. Trautman, 
chairman of a committee that has 
just returned from a visit to Great 
Birtain where an official invitatid®, 
was extended the British Ryder 
Cup team in London for the an- 
nual international matches at Sci- 
oto, Columbus, O., June 26. Traut- 
man saw the British eligible for 
the team tackle the “balloon”

British Cup Team Weakened. 

Britain’s chances in the coming 
Ryder Cup series have been hurt 
by the ineligibility of Percy Alliss 
and Aubrey Boomer, homebreds, 
who cannot play because of resi- 
dence in other countries, and the 
refusal of Henry Cotton to accept 
the restrictions placed upon the 
squad. | 

To bolster the veterans, Charles 
and Ernest Whitcombe, Archie 
Compston, Abe Mitchell and George 
Duncan, the Britons are counting 
rather heavily on youngsters such 
as A. H. Padham, Sid Esterbrook 
and the 20-year-old W. J. Branch. 
Only Charles Whitcombe, the cap- 
tain, is certain of his place on the 
team at the present time, Traut- 
man said, and the eight players 
and two alternates who sail for 
New York June 10 probably will 
not be named until after the Brit- 
ish open May 31, June 1 and 2. 

“Only the Ryder cup eligibles 
are using the new ball,” Trautman 
said. ‘“‘The rest of the people—and 
everyone over there plays golf— 
are sticking to the old ball. The 
papers are full of golf and Diana 
Fishwick, the woman’s champion, 
was quoted in one as saying that 
while it was unfortunate that the 
two greatest golfing nations in the 
world did not play similar balls, 
the difference in the two types 
should not bother good golfers. 
Miss Fishwick does not believe that 
Great Britain ever will adopt our 
type of ball. A great many of the 
British courses are windy and the 
new ball does not play well in the 
wind.” 

Bobby Jones, Trautman said, Was 
lost none of his popularity in Great 
Britain by commercializing his golf- 
ing ability in motion pictures. 

“He is still the great idol. A 
huge painting of him stands in the 
clubhouse at St. Anne’s where he 
won the British open in 1926. They 
speak his name in whispers at St. 
Andrews. The caddies can show 
you the exact spots where he stood 
and just what he did with every 
stroke. 

“I saw 128,000 at an Internation- 
al soccer match between Bngland 
and Scotland in Glasgow. And I. 
never heard a word about over- 
emphasis.”’

A Matter of Money. 


AST year the number of 

teams in our local Municipal 
Baseball League fell off. This 
year, it is reported that a fur- 
ther shrinkage of more than 50 
teams will be noted, reducing the 
total to around 150. 

This need not be ascribed to a 
loss of baseball interest. It is 
chargeable to lack of funds by 
the backers of Muny league 
Clubs. 

It costs real money to finance 
these baseball outfits. A Muny 
team costs its supporter $500 or 


more at the very least. The entry 
fee is $100, which goes to pay 
for upkeep of grounds and um- 
pires. Uniforms cost about $225 
for the team. Baseballs cost a 
surprising total, due to lack of 
protection against lost or stolen 
balls. lh one instance, called to 
the attention of the vtiter, a 
Municipal team used 16 dozen 
baseballs at $14 a dozen, which 
added another $224 to the total. 

Backers of teams must also 
“throw parties” for the boys now 
and then which must run into 
another $100 at least, to say 
nothing of all the alleged money 
paid to crack batteries and play- 
ers by some of the backers, 

At a cost of between $500 and 
$700, even the joy of seeing the 
firm name spread on the manly 
bosom of 15 athletes may lack 
its customary appeal, in these 
times of Scotch tightness. 
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The Night. Idea Growing. 


HE year 1931 will go down 

in baseball history as the 
one in which night was turned 
into day. On every hand they’re 
doing it, with improved lighting 
plants. Engineers are approach- 
ing the nearly perfect system 
where a cube of light measuring 
about 400 feet on three dimen- 
sions shows an equal intensity at 
all parts of the playing field. Not 
until that occurs will night base- 
ball have had a fair test: but 
engineers now assure us that this 
stage has been approximated. 


Already some 55 clubs in or- 
ganized baseball have been 
equipped with lighting systems. 
Some of them have been brought 
right up to the minute. A fair 
test of night baseball is probable. 

By next fall minor league mag- 
nates will know two things: 
First, whether night baseball can 
be played with’ satisfaction to 
players as well as the public. 
Second, whether the surge of 
cash customers toward the gates 
manifested last year was due to 
curiosity and the novelty of it, 
or to well-grounded appreciation. 
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Majors Opposed to It. 

HE late President E. S. Bar- 

nard told this writer shortly 
before he died that it was ex- 
tremely unlikely that the major 
leagues would ever adopt night 
baseball. 

But one must consider that 
conditions in some various major 
league cities favor it. Los An- 
geles is larger than St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Pittsburg or Wash- 
ington, in population, yet it has 
found night baseball a success, 
although it has what St. Louis, 
Cincinnati and Pittsburg do not 
possess—a large transient popu- 
lation. 

What is good for Los Angeles 
might conceivably be good for St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Pittsburg, etc., 
where the population as a whole 
is so largely employed during 
daylight hours. 

It would not be surprising if 
some major league club tried the 
experiment. A lighting plant 
costs less than $20,000, which 
could be paid for even though 
only exhibition games, fights and 
wrestling bouts were held.

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WHOLESALE PRICES DECLINE 
1 1-4 PER CENT DURING MARCH 


Comparison Made Made With February 
by U. S. Labor Department; 
Farm Quotations Up.

WASHINGTON, April 18. — A 
decline of more than 1% per cent 
in wholesale prices during March 
as compared with the previous 
month is announced by the Labor 
Department. 
The decline from Jan. 1 to Feb. 
1 was 2 percent. Using 1926 prices 
as 100, the index number for March 
was 74.5 and the purchasing pow- 
er of the 1926 dollar was $1342. 
Farm prices increased  three- 
fourths of one per cent from the 
February level, with wheat, hogs, 
poultry, eggs, apples, oranges, on- 
ions, potatoes and foreign wools 
rising and corn, oats, rye and hay 
declining. 
Foods were one-half of one per 
cent lower than the preceding

Pgavda Declares Factory Has Madc 
3000 Instead of 50,000 Ma- 
chines in Year.

MOSCOW, April 18.—The news- 
paper Pravda, in an editorial criti-

Americans and the machinery is all

Declaring the condition is 
“alarming,” the newspaper. says 


that, although the factory was sup- 
posed to produce 285 tractors dur- 
ing the first five days of April, it 
had actually turned out only 22. 
There have been 2783 breaks in 
the machinery during the last four 
months, the paper adds, due to in- 
efficiency of the workmen, and out 
of 1586 tons of tractor parts which 
were molded 1196 tons had to be 
scrapped. 

“While everybody seems to be 
doing something, nobody takes any 
responsibility,” Pravda charges. 
“We have American specialists, but 
either they are consulted less or 
their experience is not heeded.” 
There are about 12,500 employes 
at Stalingrad, but 1500 of these 
are superfluous, Pravda charges.
